YUAN IN' HANDS
OF PEACE ENVOYS
Willing to Resign Presi-
dency if Nanking Con¬
ference So Desires.

The following dispatch has been re

ceived from Chang I.ing k.ih, I'eking
cot respondrn' of the Im l.i.tern Hu
reau:

Peking, May 21. T have positivs In¬
formation from a h'gh I'eking au¬

thority that Presidenl l'uan Shih-kai
has placed him«elf absolutely in the
hnnds of the peace plenipotentiarici
now in conference at Nanking. To this
authority the President hai reiterated
his desire to lay down his heavy re

sponsibilities, if that is deemed to 1""
really the will of the Chinese people.

This course, however, is oppose.i by
influential officialr. an.l others, who in-
Bist that Yuan's retirement now woul.l
invite serious international romplira
trons.
